A heavy m ilking cow, how ever, 
will need feed in addition to p a s­ 
ture if the milk flow is 
to 
be 
m aintained. 
M ilking heavily w ith 
p asture as the sole source of feed 
causes the cow to lose w eight 
T h is loss of w eight should be 
w atched and extra feed given to 
prevent the cow from becom ing 
thin, which will result in reduced 
m ilk production later. 


W ith the com ing of the su m ­ 
m e r season, new and interesting 
problem s 
present 
them selves 
which concern the care of milk. 
T h e fir^t w arm rig h ts are apt to 
cause m ilk to sour unless sum m er 
cate lb practiced. It is im portant to 
take precautions which av i 11 keep 
dow n the n u m b er of bacteria and 
prevent their grow th. 
T o do this 
milk 
m ust 
be 
produced 
under 
clean conditions, be kept in thor- 
oughty cleaned utensils, and be 
cooled as soon as possible after 
it com es fro m the cow. 


S u m m er is one of the easiest 
seasons in w hich to produce clean 
milk. 
T h e re will be times, how ­ 
ever, w h en a considerable am ount 
of mud and d;rt will collect on 
the udder an d flanks of cows, and 
if a p ortion of this m ateria! drops 
into the m ilk it will injure its 
keeping quality. 
T he dirt which 
collects on the flanks and udder 
should be rem oved before m ilking 
time by w ip in g w:th a dam p cloth. 
If the hair on the udder and under­ 
line is clipped short the cleaning 
can be done effectively and quick­ 
ly. 
Incidentally, the practice of 
clipping the cow all over before 
tu rn in g to p asture not only m akes 
it easier to keep her clean, but it 
relieves the itchy condition that 
develops 
d u rin g 
the 
stabling 
m onths. 
M uch of the milk produced in 
the country is hauled long dis­ 
tances in large trucks. 
In sum ­ 
m er if the cans of milk are not 
protected 
from the sun 
before 
leaving the farm, and again en­ 
route, it will be difficult to keep 
the milk sw eet link] it is asea. 
E very tim e a d a y ’s milk is re­ 
turned to the farm, for w hatever 
reason, there is a distinct finan­ 
cial loss. 
O nly by producing a 
sanitary 
milk 
and 
then 
taking 
care of it can satisfactory results 
be obtained to a!! concerned.
